Rains. 'Then not only the Pores and Ca- 
yerns thereof are ſtopped and cloled up, bur 
the Exhalations and Air within the Earth 
arc increaſed. To which purpole Dr. F#lkin 
bis third Book of Meteors faith, The great 
Caves and Dens of the Earth, moſt needs be 
full of Air continually, for there 15 no Vack- 
«4m in Nature, for when by the hear of the 
Sun, the moiſture of the Earth 1s reſolyed, 


many Exhalatious arc generated, as well 


within the Earth as withont; And whereas 
the places were full before, {othatthey could 
hold or receave no more, except patt o:|tht, 


needs teVow, that in ſuch Countrey, where 
the Earth bath few Pores, or elſe where the 
Aitiſtopped with Moiſture, that there I ſay, 
theſe Exhalations ftriving to get our, do ci- 
ther rent the Earth or litt ir up, that there- 
by, a tree paſſage may be had, or <þlſe 
room cnough tofabid therein,& as 1n other 
kinds, fo, alſo in this Sunbterrancan fires 
multiply: Neither do we think that the Sun

is the only caule of ſhuting up of the Pores 


of the gcound, for then Earth-quakes ſhould 


be in a manner, as frequent as dryings af- 
ter Rain. 


The kinds of Earth-quakes be various, 


ſome when the whole force of the Wind 
driveth to one part: there being no cottrary 
moiion to ler or hinder ic, many Hills and 
Buildings, have been ruſhed down by that 


kind of Earth-quake, eſpecialiy when the 


Wind cauſiry ir be ffrong, tor if it be a feeble 
Wind, it on:y.looſcneth or unfaſteneth foun- 
daticns: It lefs-fceble, then the Earth with. 


out any further band ſhakes like one fick of 
an AgUue. 

The ſecond Kind of Karth-quake, 1s not 
ſo much Lateral, as Perpendicular or upright, 
which is when the Earth with fo great Vio- 
lence riſeth up by & hy {inketh down again, 
for after the Wind that cauſeth the Earth to 
iwellis broke cut of Priſon, the Earth re- 


Turneth to its old place, even as it was bc» 
forc. - 


Ihe [bird 18a Gaping, or Rending, or - 


Clcaving of ce Earth, one part beingariven 
fo tarr from another, that whole Towns, 
Cities, Hills and Rexks, Rivers, Seas,and the 
iike, are {wallowed up, and neyer ſeen again. 
1he Fourth, isa ſhaking, that cauſerh a fink- 
ing, at.d 1s farr differing from the former, 
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Antlantlck Ocean cauſed to be an Seca, which 
before was an If{land, according to the Teſts. 
mony of Famous Plate 366 ycars bcfore 
the Birth of CHRIST. 

The fifth kind of Earth-quake,is contrary 
zo the former, for as before the ground ſinks 
downlo now 1tf's caſt up, like as in the ſecond 
kind already mentioned only. this is the dif- 


| ference that now the Earth returneth not into 


its place again, but remaincth a great Moun- 
tain,yEa,if (uch a riſing be in theSea, r'nor ons 
ly cauſeth overflowings, but produceth like? 
wiſe many I{lands, ſuch as was never ſeen 
before. 

Thus abſolutely have we conſidered the 
Caſe ; Now relatively of the Antecedents of 
an Earthquake.

More- 
over ina quiet Sea, the waves float to their 
Shore*long and ſtraight, 7ly.There is another 
intallib.e fign, the great noiſe and ſound 
heard under the Earth, like ro a groaning 
or very I hundering, this noiſe being made 
by the ſtrugling of the Wind ' under the 


gcther withthe Death of many People. Lan- 
quet 1n his Chroniele ſaith, aboutthe year 
29, before the Birth of CHRIST, was an 
Earth-quake in Fury, whereby thirty tHotiſ- 
and People periſhed. In the 5th year of T- 
berins, Empercur of Rome, 13 Cities of Afia 


were deſtroyed 'in one night by an Earth- 


quake. In the 66 year of CHRIST, three 
Cities of Aſia, were overthrown. And near 
Herapolis, Coleſſe a little after Pauls Death, 
their Church and Clergy degenerating,ſornc 


by open Prophaniry, ſome by horrid Hypo- 


criſy commencing wickedneſs in CHRIST'S 


Name. In the year of CHRIST 79, three 


Cities of Cyprur came to the like ruine, and 


in the year following there was a Death of- 
many Pcople at Rome. In the year 114 An- 


titoch was mnch damnaged, the Emperonr 
Trajan eſcaping very narrowly. About the 


year of CHRIST 1+ 1. thc City Smyrna came 


iothe like tuine, Exſebires tells us ol an Earth- 
QUAKE 
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_ that was all the world over, to the 


amnadge of many Towns and People. In 
the year 551, at which time a Quaye of the 
Earth ſwallowed moſt part of che City Mi- 
lefia, where the voice ef the Inhabirants was 
heard crying for Succour and Help.
